Television producers test 
Lincoln reaction to show

An experimental educational television 


project to help frustrated parents is underway in 
Lincoln and opinions of local participants may 
govern how the program will be structured for 
national viewing. 
\ 


The Parent Educational Television Project 


gives alternatives for child-rearing problems for 
persons in all types of living conditions. 


For instance, one experimental program 


dealt with the single parent, while another dealt 
wilh a black family which had a strict father and a 
permissive mother. 


A major 20-part series is to air nationally on 


the Public Broadcasting Service when the 
experimental portion is finished. 


"It's designed to make people feel good about 


their roles as parents." said Ms. Barbara 
Yanowski who's spearheading UK project "It's a 
very nonthreatening way to see other people bring 
up kids and see your mistakes and successes 
reflected in them." 


The experiment includes a six-city, coast-to- 


coast jaunt which includes Lincoln. 


While experimenters are in a city, they show 


three pilot television programs on the local 


educational channel to a pre-selected audience 
that's either at home or in the television studio. 


The at-home participants fill out 


questionnaires-and mail them to a Washington. 
D.C.. headquarters, while those in the studio fill 
theirs out on the spot and give verbal feedback. 


The programs aired Monday through 


Wednesday here and featured the possible 
program structures such as drama, acting out a 
problem and solving it. and documentary, the 
clinical handling of similar problems. 


About 190 persons in the Lincoln area — 38 in 


the studio and the rest at home - viewed the 
program. 


"We found parents liked the drama but they 


wanted more documentary." Ms. Yanowski said'. 
They want specific information, techniques and 
suggestions. 


"They don't want direction," she continued. 


"They want as many alternatives as possible that 
don't have to be from the same philosophy." 


Ms. YanowsKi's project has been underway 


for about two months, wilh UK local polling and 
interviewing preparations done by NETV 
director-producer Linda Elliot. Also, nine local 
organizations and agencies helped find members 
for Ihe sample audience.

Abortion cutoff delayed 


New York (AP) — A federal judge in Brooklyn 


issued a temporary order Thursday that allows con- 
tinued use of federal Medicaid funds for elective 
abortions at least until next Wednesday. 


Last October the same judge, District Judge John 


F. Dooling Jr., thwarted an attempt by Congress to 
cut off such payments. Thursday's ruling came 
after the U.S. Supreme Court ordered him to recon- 
sider. 


Health, Education and Welfare Secretary Joseph 


A. Califano Jr. has said he is ready to enforc* the 
congressional effort — known as the Hyde Amend- 


• ment — and to cut off the funds. 


But the ruling has the effect of leaving the federal 


funds available to states that want them for at least 
one more week. 


On Wednesday, Dooling will hear arguments on 


an application from those who want the payments 
continued. They are seeking a preliminary injunc- 
tion barring enforcement of the Hyde Amendment. 


Dooling said the case was still'"substantial" and 


the issues "grave." 


He said he signed the temporary restraining 


order Thursday because he feared an immediate 
halt of the payments "could well endanger the lives 
of the young poor, who are most likely to take un- 
wise actions and seek illegal abortions," 


Nancy Stella, a spokeswoman for the plaintiff 


American Civil Liberties Union, said the group 
regarded Dooling's ruling "as a very important 
development in its continuing effort to insure that 
the right of reproductive choice can be exercised by 
rich and poor women alike." 


Last year, Congress attached the Hyde Amend- 


ment to an appropriations bill, barring use of 
Medicaid funds for abortions except when the 
procedure was required to save the mother's life. 


Dooling soon issued an order barring the Depart- 


ment of Health, Education and Welfare from enfor- 
cing it. He ciled the Supreme Court's landmark 1973 
abortion ruling and said the Hyde Amendment 
would effectively deny poor women their right to an 
abortion. 


But on June 20, the Supreme Court ruled that 


states have no legal obligation to provide indigent 
women with assistance for abortions that are-not 


medically necessary, and on June 29 it vacated 
Dooling's order and sent the case back to him. 


On Thursday, Dooling said refusal to grant the 


temporary restraining order "would wreak fiscal 
harm and havoc — and not to sign it would create 
needless waste and damage. 


"The question is, whether we are still dealing 


with a substantial case. And we still are." the judge 
said. "We have grave issues, and they are so grave 
to cause human travail and suffering that may be 
needless iftitil we can decide the issues." 


Although the case that prompted the ruling began 


in New York State, Dooling's actions have kept 
Califano from enforcing the Hyde Amendment 
anywhere. 


The Hyde Amendment is in effect only for this 


year because it is attached to the appropriations 
bill. ' 


Nearly all abortions financed by HEW are per- 


formed under the Medicaid program. About 300.000 
of the 1.1 million abortions performed each year in 
the United States are paid for by HEW — a ctst es- 
timated at more than $50 million. 


Western officials 
lead water attack

Denver — Jimmy Carter's water policy 


review has bombed in the West. 


Political leaders and resource manage- 


ment officials at a public hearing 
Thursday attacked with varying shades of 
vehemence the timing of the Carter ad- 
ministration's study leading to a new 
federal water policy and the policy options 
contained therein. 


Two Western Democratic governors led 


the attack at the politically-charged 
hearing. Witnesses were applauded on 
several occasions by upwards of 150 spec- 
tators as they warmed to the subject. 
. 
The hearing was held at the direction of 


the federal Water Resources Council and 
moderated by the chairman of the 
Missouri River Basin Commission. 


The universal complaint was the lack of 


time for the public and water users to 
prepare input to the review. Only a few 
less complaints were heard about the op- 
tions which might be developed in the 
federal policy on water. The options are 
viewed by many water users as unrealistic 
or damaging to their interests. 


President Carter has called for develop- 


ment of a new federal water policy, which 
he will announce Nov. 1 to fit in with the 
next budget cycle. Policy option papers 
were published July 15 and the public was 
given less than two weeks to prepare 
responses. 


Thursday the time frame and the policy 


options were described as hastily 
designed, ill-conceived, grossly in- 
adequate, irrational, contrary to the 
public interest, an Alice in Wonderland 
concoction and a dog and pony show. 


And that was the good news. 
Democratic Gov. Dick Lamm of 


Colorado, a state in which three federal 
water projects recently were stripped of 
funds, asked the review panel to lengthen 
the policy development time frame. Prior 
requests for such delay he said, were not 
given "even the courtesy of reply," from 
the Carter administration. "I find this in- 
sulting, insincere and unacceptable." 
Lamm said. "It is simply improper to give 
public participation the short shrift it 
appears to be receiving." 


Wyoming Gov. Ed Herschler. also a 


Democrat, mounted a 
gravel-voiced 


assault against the option papers and 
review procedures and to a storm of 
applause concluded: "It would appear that 
the president has decided to formulate a 
national water policy, and has selected a 
group of unnamed and faceless individuals 
who have little or no knowledge of the use 
of water in the West. Every governor in 
the Rocky Mountain area is supposed to be 
a member of the same political family as 
the .president, and yet he chooses to ignore 
us in a manner that could, without sound 
advice, result in the complete strangula- 
tion of the Western states." 


"If there is one thing Democrats and 


Republicans in the West agree upon, it's 
water," a water law judge from Colorado 
told the Star during a hearing recess. 
"Carter will make certain the West is a 
Republican stronghold." another water of- 
ficial said. 


The majority of witnesses — including 


resource 
district representatives, 


irrigators, water project development ad- 
vocates and elected officials mindful of 
the power of those constituencies — 
expressed a number of fears. Those fears 
included: a diminishing of state authority 
in water management, changes in alloca- 
tion practices whereby, for example, 
water for agriculture would be converted 
to energy development, an increase in the 
price of water to encourage conservation 
and the condemnation or purchase of 
water rights. 


Certain options prepared by Carter ad- 


ministration task forces could yield such 
results. 


Witnesses were most sensitive about the 


effect of proposed policy changes on 
agriculture. The drought, which has per- 
sisted in the mountain and Northern 
Plains States for three- to five-years, was 
repeatedly mentioned as a reason not to 
subject irrigators to further hardship by 
making water more expensive or difficult 
to obtain. 


It wasn't all brickbats for the ad- 


ministration. Several witnesses spoke 
kind words about options relating to con- 
servation, nonstructural water manage- 
ment alternatives, greater cost-sharing in 
projects by water users and new water 
planning arrangements. 


But even those witnesses complained 


about the lack of adequate notice of the 
hearing. "How can the average citizen, 
the frustrated citizen, participate?" asked 
Arlene Wilhelm, a North Dakota State 
Water Commissioner. "I am afraid the 
hearings will consist of testimony from 
representatives of the water fraternity." 
She said she was "in support of most of 
what I read." 


Similar support was voiced by the 


representative of Missouri. Gov. James 
Teasdale. 


"But in the main, testimony was hostile 


as it related to most options which would 
change the status quo in water resource 
management, especially any which call 
for a stronger federal hand. 


Sen. Fred Anderson, president of the 


Colorado State Senate, called such policy 
proposals "the first step toward 
nationalization of private property rights 
and I expect that only from some 
revolutionary dictatorship." 


"This whole effort is a charade designed 


to camouflage the truth that the decisions 
have already been made." said Fred G. 
Simonton, representing an association of 
electric power consumers. "Some of us." 
he said, "may have voted for an im- 
aginary candidate last JS'ovember." 


How is Chinese city 
one year after quake? 


Hon^Kong (UPI) — One year after the 


world's worst earthquake in 400 years, the 
city of Tangshan has been variously 
described as "lively and vigorous" and 
"iike one vast junk pile." 


It was 3:42 a.m in Tangshan last July 28 


when three "dazzling lights shot up like 
thunderbolts" and within seconds 
transformed a bustling city of one million 
into a wasteland of rabble, lulling two- 
thirds of the population. 


On the anniversary of that disastrous 


earthquake, the correspondents of China's 
official 
New China News Agency 


described Tangshan as "lively and 
vigorous... ablaze with lights and filled 
with people." 


But the picture painted by the NCNA 


correspondents was far brighter than 
those of foreigners who passed through the 
devastated city recently. 


One Peking resident who recently 


traveled through the city by tram — no 
foreigners have yet been permitt«J to visit 
— said this week ' 'the scene still is one of 
niter destniotion." 


"Huge piles of rubble slope right down 


into the streets." he said. "People still are 
literally living in the rubble ... in 
makeshift shelters made from the rubble. 
There are tens of thousands of people in 
these shelters." 


But the NCNA correspondent? saw a 


different city. 


"Tanpshan is as lively and vigorous as 


any other Chinese city, although a year 
ago today it was hit by the world's worst 
earthquake in recent history," NCN'A said. 


No casualty figures have ever been an- 


nounced, hut a report attributed to Com- 
munist Party officials indicated at least 
655,237 people died and more than 779.000 
were injured. History's most deadly 
previous quake was in China's Shensi 
province in 1556. when more than {KW.OW 
died 


But <<tir traveler through the district 


recently observed: 


"Thirty minutes or more before the 


train reaches Tanpshan. you see hundreds, 
perhaps thousands o\ thnst conical graves 
in the fields alongside the rail track."

The poll, done by the New York Times and CBS

53% — think a wave of looting would be less likely to 
accompany a vast power failure if it occurred in 
their communities. 


Johnstown death toll hits 67 


Johnstown, Pa. (UPI) — Two bodies were pulled 


Thursday from a rubble pile in front of the 
Conemaugh Dam, 35 miles from Johnstown, raising 
the death toll to at least 67 in last week's floods. 


Workers dumping rubble into a landfill earlier in 


the day found a body in the debris. Bulldozers ap- 
parently scooped up the unidentified body and loaded 
it into a truck before it was discovered.

New York (AP) - A bill drafted to reduce the

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Washington (AP) -President Carter announced Thursday that 


the United States, Britain and the Soviet Union will begin 
preliminary talks on Oct. 3 aimed at completely banning all of 
their nuclear testing. 


Carter also told a nationally broadcast news conference 


Thursday that he believes Israel's move to legalize settlements 
on former Arab lands in the West Bank area has set up "obstacles 
to peace." But he called them "obstacles which I think we can 
overcome." 


Carter said he hoped the nuclear talks, to be held in Geneva, 


could lead to other nations also agreeing to ban all nuclear 
testing. 


• "It is my hope," he said, "that sufficient basis for agreement 
can be reached that all other nations of the world will join us in 
the ultimate prohibition against testing of nuclear devices." 


More than 100 countries, including the U.S., Soviet Union and 


Britain, already have agreed not to explode any nuclear device 
above ground, underwater or in outer space. The only nation 
currently exploding nuclear devices in the atmosphere is the 
People's Republic of China. 


Treaties also have been reached between the U.S. and the 


Soviet Union limiting the explosive power of underground atomic 
tests and banning underground tests except for peaceful pur- 
poses. However, the Senate has not yet ratified these agreements 
and they are not officially in effect. 


There is no ban or pending ban on underground testing for 


peaceful purposes. Both the U.S. and USSR have exploded 
numerous underground bombs in recent years. 


Questions about Middle East peace prospects dominated the 35- 


minute news conference. However, Carter had this to say on 
other topics: 


— "Accurate criticisms" of his domestic policies by blacks and 


others are fine. However, to the extent that director Vernon Jor- 
dan of the National Urban League alleged in a weekend blast 
"that neither I nor my administration nor the Congress was con- 
cerned about the poor, those statements were erroneous" and 
could rob the poor of hope for "a better life." 


— The nation's projected annual trade deficit of $25 billion, a 


cause for concern in some quarters, is due wholly to oil imports 
and, in Carter's view, underscores the need for a national energy 
conservation program. 


— Having interviewed six candidates to succeed Clarence 


Kelley as director of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, the 
President said he feels no pressure to act quickly and "we 
reserve the right to interview more in the future if we like." 


— Carter favors new congressional charters to spell out the 


responsibilities of the FBI and the Central Intelligence Agency. 


— During his first six months in office, he has "learned how to 


work much more harmoniously with the Congress" and has 
gained respect for the diligence and expertise of its members. 


— Carter acknowledged making "minor mistakes" during the 


half-year and drew laughter by adding, "To be perfectly frank, I 
don't personally care to point them out." 


— Despite planned fresh arms shipments to the Middle East, 


Carter remains committed to restraining arms sales and expects 
them to drop in the coming year. He sugested that many impen- 


ding shipments reflect decisions made by former President 
Gerald R. Ford's administration. 


The first question put to Carter was whether he believed Mid- 


dle East peace prospects were hurt by Israel's decision to 
legalize three settlements on occupied Arab lands on the west 
bank of the Jordan River. 


"Yes," he said. "I think that any move toward making perma- 


nent the settlements in the occupied territories, or the establish- 
ment of new settlements, obviously increases the difficulty in ul- 
timate peace." 


Carter said Israeli Prime Minister Menaham Begin, during a 


visit here last week, gave no advance hint of the action. Carter 
said he informed Begin of "my strong hope that nothing would be 
done by the Israeli government in establishing new settlements 
that might exarcebate an already difficult position." 


The Israeli parliament voted down Wednesday a ban on new 


settlements and Carter said Begin gave him no commitments on 
the subject. 


The President, continuing to express optimism that a Geneva 


conference on the Middle East can be convened this year, said: 


"I think the major stumbling block at this point is the par- 


ticipation in the negotiations by the Palestinian representatives. 
Our position has been that they ought to be represented..." 


Begin has refused to negotiate with representatives of the 


Palestine Liberation Organization, regarded by the Arabs as the 
legitimate representative of Palestinians. However, Begin has 
indicated he would not check the credentials of those who made 
no claim to speak for the PLO.

Carter and 
family will 
aid campaign 


Washington (UPI) — President Carter Thursday 


pledged to be an active campaigner in the Democratic 
Party's $2 million drive to maintain its large majorities 
in the House and Senate in the 1978 off-year elections. 


Carter, Vice President Walter Mondale and 


Democratic National Chairman Kenneth Curtis launched 
the program after a two hour White House meeting of 35 
top Democrats. 


"We're going to have to work hard," Carter said. 


"I'm eager to participate. I'm convinced the country will 
be better off if we have a strong Democratic showing next 
year." 


The ?2 million program outlined at the meeting — 


described as the Democrats' most ambitious off-year ef- 
fort ever — was aimed at reversing the historical pattern 
of the party in power losing seats in the midterm election. 


One-third of the Senate and all 435 House seats are on 


the ballot next year. 


Curtis said Carter had agreed to no specific number 


of days on the stump, but pledged the effort would include 
all the members of the first family. 


"Unless there's some crisis in the country, he's going 


to be quite generous with his time," Curtis said. He 
added that Carter has agreed 
to campaign for the 


Democratic gubernatorial candidates in Virginia and 
New Jersey this fall. 


His first appearance will be at a party fund raising 


dinner in Los Angeles Oct. 22, Curtis announced. 


"I think we have a good opportunity," Carter told the 


Democratic meeting. "I'm convinced the country will be 
better off if we have a strong Democratic showing next 
year." 


House Speaker Thomas P. "Tip" O'Neill said the 


Democratic strategists agreed there should be "closer 
cooperation" between the House and Senate campaign 
committees and the Democratic National Committee 
"but not to the point of jeopardizing" the independence of 
the congressional candidates. 


The $2 million program included direct contributions 


of more than $1 million by the Democratic National Com- 
mittee to candidates. The committee has also drawn up a 
$50,000 budget to pay for Carter's campaigning. 


Iran arms request delayed 


Washington (UPI) — Presi- 


dent Carter agreed Thursday 
to withdraw temporarily his 
request for the sale of $1.2 
billion worth of sophisticated 
radar control planes to Iran. 


Senate Democratic leader 


Robert Byrd announced 
Carter's "reasonable and 
statesmanlike" decision — 
designed to give Congress 
more time to debate the con- 
troversial sale — shortly after 
a House committee went on 
record as opposing it. 


Byrd said Carter would 


resubmit the sale request in 
September, affording Congress 


another 30 days beyond that 
filibuster on another issue to 


point to veto it. 


Members of Congress, led by 


Byrd, had been trying to per- 
suade Carter to defer the sale 
of seven so-called AW ACS — 
for Airborne Warning and 
Command System — planes to 
Iran so that Congress, which 
begins its summer recess 
Friday, could review it 
thoroughly and have an oppor- 
tunity to vote it down. 


Without Carter's deferral, 


the 
sale 
would 
have 


automatically taken 
effect 


while Congress was in recess. 


Byrd interrupted a Senate 


announce Carter's decision. 


"President Carter," he said. 


"has taken a reasonable.and 
statesmanlike action in 
withdrawing, temporarily, the 
notice of the proposed sale of 
the airborne warning and .com- 
mand systems to Iran." 


He said Carter would resub- 


mit the sale request in 
September. 


Shortly before Byrd's an- 


nouncement, the House Inter- 
national Relations Committee 
voted 19 to 17 to recommend 
disapproval of the proposed 
sale. 


Fire threatens airplane 
on takeoff; none injured 


Boston (AP) — A DC10 jetliner headed for Los Angeles with 


192 passengers aborted take off today when an explosion and 
fire erupted in its tail engine as it gathered speed on the runway 
at Logan International Airport. 


All passengers and a crew of 12 aboard the American Airlines 


craft escaped without serious injury, an airport spokesman 
said. But one passenger said one of the airplane's inflatable es- 
cape chutes failed to open. 


"All of a sudden there was a 'boom' that shook the whole 


plane,"' said Edward F. Johnson of Worcester, Mass. 


The cause of the explosion was not determined. 
Johnson, who with his wife and daughter was flying for the 


first time, said he smelled smoke as the plane came to a halt. 


He said the chute near his escape hatch did not open and "we 


had to cross over four seats to get/to an exit with a ramp." He 
said a stewardess stood guard at the opened hatch to make sure 
no one fell out. 
• 


There were conflicting reports on how orderly the evacuation 


came off. Johnson said, "Everyone started panicking. It was all 
chaos."' Others reported the escape was more orderly in their 
sections of the plane. 


"He was taking off. I doubt if he had much speed," said the 


spokesman for Massachusetts Port Authority, operator of the 
airport. 


"A bunch of people thought that was a tire. But I saw smoke 


pass by my window. The stewardesses were scared and I was 
too. But they did a good job," said Beth Gibson, 18, a passenger 
from Fullerton, Calif. 


She said the explosion sounded like a "pop." 
Chutes burst from the sides of the wide-body jet as it came to 


a rest on a runway almost at the center of the airport. 


Emergency vehicles raced to the plane and a crew smothered 


the tail of the craft with foam. Some passengers suffered minor 
injuries while escaping from the plane. 


• "1 ran for the field and then turned around and 1 thought I was 


far enough away." said passenger John Yvon. 18, of Long' 
Beach, Calif. He said the evacuation took about two minutes. 


The fire, put out by equipment on the ground, did not spread 


into the cabin.

"You must not forget Donna Launa and 


you cannot let the people forget her, 
either. She was a very sweet firl but Sam's 
a thirsty lad and he won t let me stop 
killing until he gets his fill of blood "

' We are operating at the highest diplomatic levels' in an ef- 


fort to obtain Park's return, Bell told a news conference 


"They have to go through the state department and the presi- 


dent is assisting me m clearing this up I ve talked to the presi- 
dent himself and he s helped me ' 


Asked if some of the efforts were aimed at getting South 


Korean government assistance. Bell said, "that would be a fair 
assumption " 


Defense Secretary Harold Brown recently held seieral days 


of talks with South Korea s President Park Chung Hee and other 
Seoul government officials 


There also was speculation Carter mav have discussed the 


question with British Foreign Minister David Owen last Saturday 
when the two men had a private conference devoted mainly to

Variety spices 
McNeil's job 


By Charles E. Wlaier

The inquiries and complaints directed to state ombudsman 


Murrell B. McNeil cover a broad range reflecting just about all 
lacets o[ governmental operations from the local to the state 
levels. 


"No matter what anyone says, there are people lost in the 


shuffle" when they try to cope with governmental rules, 
regulations and directives, McNeil said, and frequently these 
persons, wanting to know if their rights are being violated, turn 
to his office for help. 


A list of recent typical calls showed people had contacted 


him for answers to questions dealing with insurance, education, 
motor vehicles, public institutions, the state personnel depart- 
ment, municipal government, prisons, vocational rehabilita- 
tion, roads, health and labor. 


Geographically, the number of information seekers reflects 


the population of the various parts of the state. 


"We get them from all over." McNeil said. "In fact, we 


have slightly more contacts percentagewise from outstate than 
Iroul Omaha and Lincoln." . 


The reason, he believes, is that the government in the 


slate's two largest cities is closer to the people and has many 
local grievance-handling mechanisms. 


McNeil, 60. a retired Army lieutenant colonel, is the only 


ombudsman Nebraska has had. A former state tax com- 
missioner during the administration of Gov. Norbert T. 
Tiemann. McNeil was installed in his present post in 1971 and 
was recently appointed by the Legislature to another six-year 
term. 


He said his office fields about 55 written complaints or in- 


quiries monthly and handles another 150 by telephone. 


Many persons "simply want to know how to plug into 


government" but don't know how to go about it, McNeil said. 


"fn hundreds of cases we can give the answers by phone 


because we have many closely analogous calls," McNeil said. 
"We know which agencies can help and also know the laws 
governing particular situations." 


Even though his workload is growing, McNeil said he has a 


large enough budget and staff. 


"There are a lot of corrections that can be made in govern- 


ment if we know about them," he said. "Often, upon checking, 
we find an agency isn't wrong in what it is doing but the person 
making the inquiry hasn't had an explanation." 


He said persons often ask about matters that have no 


relationship to government but he will still steer them to the 
proper parties for answers. 


"This office will never say: 'That (question) is not a func- 


tion of our office. Goodbye,' " McNeil sa:d. 


Public awareness of the availability of his office's services 


has increased but he wishes it were better. 


"One of the great values of an ombudsman is that he can 


explain alternatives to people with problems," McNeil said. 


He said he has found when a person writes to his office, the 


letter is apt to include a complaint but when a person calls, he 
wants information. 


"But if he didn't get the information, he would complain." 


McNeil said. "After we answer his inquiry, he frequently 
accepts that as final and definitive." 


He said he has noticed that many people have read so much 


about distrust in government and the things they buy. they want 
to have the opinion of an ombudsman, whom they consider 
neutral. 


A number of inquiries come from inmates of penal in- 


stitutions. "They want someone to reaffirm that action taken in 
their cases is appropriate or they might want to discuss an issue 
with a neutral party," McNeil said. Penal grievance officers 
handle many more such inquiries than his office, he said, "but 
there are some inmates who don't want to tell anyone at the 
prison of their problems."

London — Edward Carpenter, a marine in-

across Europe for several days, and this time 
he decided to take precautions. 


"I bought some travelers checks in pounds 


as my insurance." Carpenter said as he eyed 
the gate through which Prince Charles had just 
driven his open sports car. "If I get to a place 
where they are not taking dollars, then I've got 
my pounds." 


But another American tourist described 


the rude jolt lie felt this spring as most Euro- 
pean currencies rose sharply against the 
dollar. The pound, held in check by the Bank of 
England, was allowed to rise about two cents 
Wednesday. 


Charles Hengehold. retired from the 


Technicolor Corp. in Hollywood, said he lost 
about $540. or 6"; of the cost, including ship- 
ping charges, of a Volkswagen van he ordered 
in early April but which he did not pay for until 
last Tuesday. 


He said ruefully at the busy Haymarket of- 


fice of American Express he thought of buying 
his marks earlier "but in the press of things I 
just didn't get around to it." 


Most Americans, however, appear only to 


have just begun noticing the latest decline in 
the dollar's spending power and not many- 
seem to be letting it interfere with their vaca- 
tion plans. Most indicated that they had not 


bothered to figure out whether higher overall 
travel costs reflected poor currency exchange 
rates or simply local inflation. 


"I just multiply by five for every dollar." 


declared Lew Wallich. a university student 
from Miami visiting France. "I don't worry 
too much about a few cents more or a few 
cents less. I'm only here for 10 days and if it 
gets too expensive. I'll be in Spain sooner than 
I expected." 


When Burt Rosenberg, a New York store 


manager, was told that prices in Paris 
boutiques were now 'i'"< higher for him. he 
shrugged and said. "I figured they were 
already about 50'" too expensive for me 
anyway." 


An American Express official in Frankfurt 


noted that a large percentage of American 
tourists come to West Germany not as in- 
dividuals but as members of charter groups. 


Some tour members, he said, may be 


required to pay a surcharge alter their return 
home to cover the increased cost of their trips 
in marks, "fiut others are merely finding that 
pocket money does not go as far as they had 
hoped." 


Meanwhile. American Express here in Bri- 


tain changed iis method of quoting currency 
rates earlier this week, an official said 
Thursday. It now charges a flat !i5 cents per 
transaction instead of reflecting what he said 
was a larger amount in the rate. This makes it 
easier fur tourists to compare rates, the of- 
ficial said. 


In Rome, a quick survey of the Trevi Foun- 


tain area found most Americans barely aware 
that the dollar was down, though not much, 
against the weakened lira.

A compromise, maybe — 
but pork barrel loses 


The celebrated Carter assault on 


federal pork barrel projects has subsided 
for the year. The results of this first bat- 
tle can be judged a draw, with maybe an 
edge to Congress, maybe not, depending 
on how you look at it. 


The President came roaring out of 


the chute shortly after his inauguration, 
placing upwards of 30 federal water 
projects on an initial review list. Ap- 
proximately half passed review, 
measuring up to high standards of 
feasibility, safety, environmental im- 
pact, need and so forth, in the eyes of 
Carter's review team. 


Eighteen projects 
remained on 


Carter's hit list and th« President at 
various times during the past few 
months appeared reluctant to yield an 
inch more. This newspaper supported 
Carter's laudable battle against high 
cost, inefficient, unsafe or environmen- 
tally degrading water projects from the 
outset and hoped Carter wouldn't budge 
in the showdown with Congress over 
pork!barrel public works appropriations. 
It appeared to be a most appropriate 
place at which to break insane federal 
spending habits. 


Carter since has yielded — a 


pragmatic retreat, it might be called — 
yet "he promises further review of 
projects both proposed and under con- 


struction each year he's in office. It is a 
promise we think and hope he means to 
keep. 


As for the notorious hit list, Congress 


this week sent a bill to the White House 
— the product of negotiations with the 
administration — which eliminated fun- 
ding for nine of the water projects which 
Congress sought originally to keep. Of 
course, it provided funds for nine of the 
projects Carter originally sought to cut. 
Both sides, in raw figures, got half a loaf, 
which each side can claim is better than 
none at all. Congress also got con- 
cessions on neutron bomb development, 
while Carter was conceded the elimina- 
tion of funding for the continued develop- 
ment of the Clinch River breeder reac- 
tor. 


It was a case of the immovable 


object. Congress, meeting the irresisti- 
ble force, Carter, and each side giving a 
little — which was probably the furthest 
thing from the minds of both when the 
battle was first joined, but which, as 
many seasoned observers might have 
guessed, was the most likely outcome.

Disturbing pattern emerges 


During budget sessions this week 


City Councilman Bob Sikyta suggested a 
hike-in bus fares might be in order to 
help the Lincoln Transportation System 
(LTS) overcome a projected SI.2 million 
deficit this next fiscal year. 


No specific fare hike was discussed. 


Action was withheld on the LTS budget 
until-next week. 


According to Sikyta, people are 


willing to pay higher fares. 


That may be. but we have heard no 


clamor in the community for higher bus 
fares. 


Higher fares might be just what the 


doctor ordered if the idea is to dis- 
courage the development of a popular, 
efficient public transportation system. 


In this critical transportation 


area, there has to be less emphasis- on 
the concept of "running it like a 
business" (that is, taking in as much or 
more as you spend) and more emphasis 
on providing low-cost, convenient 
transportation. And if adequate service 


the small society 


levels have to be subsidized, so be it. 


The name of the game is volume. As 


volume goes up, the deficit should go 
down. But volume won't go up if fares 
are increased and service cut back. 


Public transportation has to be seen 


as a usable alternative in the new energy 
age. Those who discourage its use rein- 
force dependence on the private auto and 
single passenger use of the private auto. 
Those who discourage the use of public 
transportation by raising fares and cut- 
ting service also make it pretty hard for 
people who can't afford the luxury of car 
ownership or for one reason or another 
can't or don't drive. 


LTS bus ridership has shown recent 


signs of building. June's figures were en- 
couraging^at any rate. 


But that advance could be shot down 


if fares shoot up. 


A pattern seems to be emerging 


among councilmen who want to dis- 
courage car pooling and public transpor- 
tation. It makes no sense at all.

The news came quickly and hit hard 


lhat warm spring afternoon. 


National Guard troops, a hundred 


strong but outnumbered and scared, 
had opened fire on a crowd of students. 
With frightening suddenness, the long 
protest against the nation's longest war 
exploded in tragedy on an Ohio hilltop. 


The troops feared for their safety, 


their commander said. They were sur- 
rounded by angry students. They were 
out of tear gas. They pulled the 
triggers. 


Four students died: William K. 


Schroeder, 19; Sandra Lee Scheuer, 20; 
Jeffrey G. Miller. 20; Allison Krause, 
19. 


The reaction, too, was sudden. 


Protests intensified. University of 


Nebraska students voted to strike. 
Campus after campus closed. At many 
schools, buildings were seized by 
students; more troops were called out; 
at the University of Maryland, 
bayonets were fixed. Nationwide, the 
tensions were unbearable. 


But at Kent State, four were dead. 


And Americans, regardless of feelings 
about Vietnam and protests and long- 
haired kids, began to feel twinges of un- 
certainty. 


They wondered when it was reported 


that William Schroeder had been an 
Eagle Scout. 


Doubts grew when it was said that 


Sandy Scheuer had just been walking to 
class when the disorder swirled around 


her one moment and rifles fired the 
next. 


Doubts turned to tears when told that 


Allison Krause, who often carried a 
kitten on campus, had on the day before 
her death placed a flower in the barrel 
of a Guardsman's rifle and said: 
''Flowers are better than bullets." 


And today, the hilltop and the 


memories are about all that's left to 
mark May 4. 1970. 


But Kent State University trustees 


have fenced off the hilltop. They've 
decided the empty ground is better 
used for a gymnasium annex. 


There are those, it seems, who can't 


understand why anyone would want to 
save a piece of ground. 


But would the Gettysburg battlefield 


be as eloquent a statement on the 


horrors of brother-against-brother war 
had it been subdivided and filled with 
split-level houses? 


Would Independence Hall still signify 


liberty and justice for all had it been 
torn down to, make room for a 20-story 
bank? 


And what, without that Ohio hilltop, 


would, serve as a reminder of the 
terrifying day when American soldiers 
were turned against 
American 


students? 


Well, Kent State officials say, the 


school cannot afford to redesign the 
blueprints or seek new bids to move the 
gymnasium annex to another site. 


But it would seem there's something 


else they can't afford: forgetting May 
4, 1970. 


No one can afford that. 


The Concorde, a lovely supersonic mess 


Paris — It is tragic that so beautiful 


an object as the Concorde supersonic 
plane should be at the center of such a 
hopeless international mess involving 
bad feelings among three old allies. 
The affair is particularly sorry because 
all parties involved, including France 
and Britain, the aircraft's manufac- 
turers, know that whatever happens. 
Concorde can never pay for itself. 


Ten years ago I lunched with two top 


men of Air France, (which then 
covered and probably still does) more 
miles than any other line. Although 
both were ardent about its design and 
aesthetic contours, they were worried 
about De Gaulle's prestige project, the 
Concorde- 


Experts by that time were already 


starting to argue that the plane < not yet 
flying) was too small to be practical. It 
carried fewer passengers than the 
Boeing 707. Furthermore, some 
observers speculated that Concorde 
wouldn't be much use between Paris 
and New York, despite its great speed, 
because of the sonic boom. 


Even when stretched, it doesn't have 


the range for really long flights such as 
non-stop to Johannesburg. But the air 
transport business had always been a 
tremendous gamble with decisions 
taken far in advance. What really 
hammered the nail into Concorde's

elegant c o f f i n was the sudden 
quadrupling in fuel prices. 


Under optimum 
conditions, 


therefore, Concorde can never amor- 
tize the huge investment that went into 
its creation. And things are far from 
optimum. The Port Authority of New 
York and New Jersev is still nastily 
refusing to let the Anglo-French SST 
have fair test trials, despite a commit- 
ment by the executive branch of the 
federal U.S. government. 


One shouldn't forget that the Port 


Authority originally also prohibited 
landings by the Boeing 707 prototype 
but in the end Boeing was approved. 
Concorde, however, isn't even being 
allowed to take the test it merits. By 
New York state decree it is deemed 
"convenient" that no aircraft landing 
or taking off should exceed a loudness 
of 112 "perceived noise decibels" 
(generally called PNDB's). 


Concorde was extensively tested 


near Casablanca. Morocco, under con- 
ditions approximating those of 
Kennedy Airfield. New York. Air 
France contends it met all New York 
conditions of 112 PNDB's. But the Port 
Authority — disgracefully, to my way 


of thinking — refuses to allow the plane 
to prove itself. 


Nevertheless, the truth is that even if 


the Port Authority got honest and Con- 
corde passed, starting regular runs 
between New York, London and Paris, 
the aircraft is a financial albatross. It 
uses approximately the same amount 
of fuel on one transatlantic trip as a 
jumbo 747 and carries only one-fourth 
the load. Moreover, the comparison is 
worsened because of required long sub- 
sonic, fuel-consuming approaches and 
departures by Concorde near inhabited 
areas. 


The Port Authority is handling this 


case with maximum bad faith. It has 
now called into play a new kind of 
measurement called the "vibration rat- 
tle index" which has nothing to do with 
PiN'DB's. And even if Air France and 
British Airways were zipping in and out 
of New York, they wouldn't be clearing 
a profit. 


In addition to gaining prestige they 


might, however, be in a better position 
then to start flights across the Soviet 
Union to Tokyo, surely far more prac- 
ticable than Air France's flight to 
Caracas and British Airways' flight to 
Bahrein. But there is no indication of 
Moscow's willingness to grant Con- 
corde clearance for overflights unless 


Tokyo — which is reluctant to receive 
Concorde anyway — first agrees to let 
in Moscow's own lame duck, the TU144. 


Thus the diplomatic complexities of 


simply getting Concorde into a position 
to lose less money are so intricate that 
it is likely a brand new type of super- 
sonic aircraft will be flying before 
anyone, starting with the Port Authori- 
ty, has decided that honesty is the best 
policy. 


The consequences of all this are sad. 


U.S. relations with France are tar- 
nished; understandably, the French 
mind cannot even begin to comprehend 
the antics of the Port Authority or the 
legal limits of Washington's federal 
power. 


If Air France could appreciably 


reduce present Concorde operating 
costs by starting a twice-daily Paris- 
New York service, it could certainly 
replace its medium and short-range 
outmoded, expensive Caravelles with 
more cost-efficient Boeing 727s or 737s 
as it wishes to do. 


But an easier way for an Air France 


official to commit suicide under 
existing conditions — instead of 
proposing to buy a batch of new 
American Boeings — would be to jump 
out of the company's offices in 
Europe's highest building.

Tractor safety day 
pulls record number

Mead — It was hot and sticky, but at least 


10,000 farmers came to the annual Tractor 
Power and Safety Day program at the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska Field Laboratory near Mead 
Thursday. 


A record number of exhibitors was on hand 


to demonstrate all sorts of machines, many 
foreign made, to farmers and their families. 


Some farmers were amazed to learn that 


tractors bearing U.S. names were actually built 
in Germany and Italy. 


The pinched state of the agricultural 


economy was evident in comments heard 
throughout the day. There was a lot of interest in 
cost cutting water meters by irrigators and 
many farmers sought out grain bin dealers for 
information on their product. 


Farmers also were very interested in solar 


heating devices that might cut their ever- 
growing propane bills for heating buildings and 
drying grain. 


One banker at the program said his farm 


customers were not coming in to settle up for 
the year as yet, but added "They are giving us 
some hints that don't sound very good." 


A representative of a life insurance com- 


pany said his firm was becoming more cautious 


about lending money to farmers because their 
ability to repay loans was declining. 


Farmers looked at high priced machines and 


grumbled about low priced grain. Those from 
the drought striken areas in eastern Nebraska 
were particularly glum. "I am going to call the 
crop insurance man tomorrow. This is my fourth 
year with a very poor crop," a farmer from 
Ithaca said. 


The extent of some farm operators' 


businesses, however, also was demonstrated by 
the huge machines and the fact that more than 
30 farmers had arrived in their own aircraft to 
attend the program. 


Huge hay bale machines were popular 


whether they were used to make the bales, move 
them or grind them into a cattle ration. 


For the first time in many years, there were 


no small balers at the demonstration day 
program. There were several machines to make 
silage and one, made in Germany, which puts 
the silage into giant plastic bags. 


There were many small skid steer loaders, 


and foreign-made hay machines including one 
called a hay bobber, which was said to rake hay 
without knocking off the leaves. 


With low grain prices, an increasingly large 


number of the farmers were apparently lookers 
instead of buyers this year.

Gasohol's economic feasibility questioned

The much discussed gasohol program 


for blending 10% grain alcohol with gas- 
oline as a fuel extender should be kept in 
proper perspective, M. M. Van Kirk,

director of information for the Nebraska 
Farm Bureau, said Thursday. 


In recent months competent sources 


...-have raised many questions about the

economic feasibility of the product and 


^ ;Gov. J. James Exon has asked for an in- 
> 
dependent feasibility study of the 
. program, Van Kirk said. 


• In addition, he noted, the State Justice 


• 
Department has questioned the legality 


of whether the State Gasohol Committee 
can supply funds for plant construction 
to the Nebraska Grain Alcohol and 
Chemical Co., made up of private in- 
dividuals. 


Van Kirk said a plant would hardly be 


a solution to the grain surplus problem 
and that the price of crude oil would have 
to go much higher for gasohol to be com- 
petitively priced without huge subsidies. 


He said present grain alcohol plants 


are operating at 77% of capacity to supp- 
ly industry and, other than for motor fuel 
pruposes, there appears to be no great 
unmet demand for grain alcohol for 


other uses. 


On the plus side. Van Kirk said, gas- 


ohol has been tested and performs 
adequately. But he said it is not known 
whether it can be produced economically 
enough to sell competitively at the retail 
gas pump. 


It is not unreasonable, unpatriotic or 


"against farmers." Van Kirk said, to be 
sure of the answers to the gasohol 
questions before the taxpayers have a 
multimillion dollar grain alcohol plant 
on their hands with no market for the 
product without unrealisitcally high sub- 
sidies.

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Hearing like 
past debates

; The age-old debate pitted state senators against state 


senators, doctors against doctors, church groups against church 
groups and even teachers against students. 


i 
And, as in the past, there were no easy answers for State 


Welfare Department officials who held a hearing on abortions 
Thursday. 


The hearing was supposed to focus on whether the state 


should cut off Medicaid funds for non-therapeutic abortions. 
But, the testimony turned into a re-enactment of past debates 
over the morality of abortion on demand. 


The hearing room was jammed with more than 200 people, 


mostly women, and dozens of spectators milled around in the 
hallways at the State Office Building. Whether by design or by 
chance, those favoring abortions sat in the front half of the 
room, while those opposing abortions filled the back. 


Periodically, half of the crowd would burst into applause at 


a speaker's speech, while others would try to interrupt a 
speaker who exceeded the four-minute time limit imposed by 
hearing officer E. D. Warnsholz. 


At one point. Warnsholz, who is the attorney for the Welfare 


Department, interrupted the audience, admonishing them. 
"This is far too grave a matter to be treated as a popularity eon- 
test." 


Under the hot glare of television lights, 54 witnesses gave 


their views on a proposed change in policy. The new rule would 
prohibit abortions for women on welfare except if the pregnan- 
cy endangered the mother's life or if she threatened suicide or 
if the pregnancy resulted from rape or incest. 


Welfare Department Director Eldon Ehrlich said initially a 


decision would be made on the policy within two weeks. But, 
following the meeting and after some criticism of his depart- 
ment for holding only one hearing. Ehrlich said he is con- 
sidering holding other hearings around the state. Until a new 
policy is reached by Welfare Department staffers, the existing 
policy will remain in effect. 


Basically, supporters of the stricter abortion rule opposed 


the use of their tax dollars for what they believe to be the killing 
of unborn children. Some even wanted the rule to be stricter. 


Opponents argued the rule would discriminate against 


welfare recipients and turn them" into "second class" citizens 
bv denying them the right to have abortions allowed for middle 
and upper class women. 


The argument pitted State Sens. Don Dworak of Columbus 


and Loran Schmit of Bellwood against Sens. Shirley Marsh and 
Steve Fowler, both of Lincoln. 


Dworak and Schmit opposed widespread use of Medicaid 


funds for abortion. Dworak suggested the regulations be made 
even more restrictive to allow abortion only if the mother's life 
were endangered. 


Fowler and Marsh claimed the rule, contrary to the land- 


mark 1973 U.S. Supreme Court decision legalizing abortions, 
would outlaw abortions for a segment of society. 


Dr. Louis C. Martin, an Omaha psychiatrist in private prac- 


tice, said the suicide clause in the proposed new regulations 
would be "an ineffectual restraint" and would open the door to 
"abortion on demand." 


Emmet Kenney. chairman of the psychiatry department at 


Creighton University, said he treats more suicidally depressed 
young adults as a result of abortions. 


"You do not solve the problem of poverty by killing the 


poor." he said. 


A spokesman for Omaha obstetrician Dr. Curtis Todd said 


the proposed rules would create two classes of patients and 
would insert the state into a confidential doctor-patient 
relationship. 


Dave Piester. an attorney with Legal Services of Southeast 


Nebraska, said the 512 abortions Medicaid paid for in Nebraska 
during 1976 cost S102.150. If those 512 pregnancies had resulted 
in births, he estimated those children would have cost S700.000 
during the first year for hopsital and welfare payments. 


"The economic impact of this regulation is a significant 


one." Piester asserted, and should be studied before a decision 
is made. 


Joseph Kelly, director of the United Catholic Social Ser- 


vices, an adoption agency, called for stricter regulations on the 
grounds that children born as a result of rape or incest can be 
placed with adoptive parents. 


Ann Coyne, an Omaha social worker, disputed the adoption 


argument. Preliminary findings from a study she is conducting 
shows a decrease in the number of babies available for adop- 
tion, but an increase in the number of illegitimate children. It is 
the younger, less educated teen-age mother who is keeping her 
child, Ms. Coyne said, and often that young mother must tnrn tn 
welfare for continued support. 


Without a recent abortion, a 26-year-old woman said she 


would have had to go back on welfare and quit college, a move 
which would have been both economically and psychologically 
burdensome. 


Ruth Fleckenger. wife of a retired minister, said she was 


disturbed "at the coldhearteriuess I hear." Holding up a book 
which she said contain°cJ "gruesome" pictures of aborted 
ictuses. Mrs. Fleckenger claimed that women shouldn't get 
pregnant if they didn't want children. 


That just doesn't apply to real life, said Fred Hines of 


Planned Parenthood in Omaha, adding. "The absence of safe, 
legal abortions never deterred women from seeking them." 


The result of the proposed rules would be to drive the 


poorer women in Nebraska back to the "back alley prac- 
titioner." Hines asserted. 


Regardless of what the Welfare Department decides, one 


inun told the officials. "Whatever decision you make, it will not 
be popular."

Despite furor, customs 
still can open letters 
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Washington (AP) - Despite bitter criticism 


from lawmakers about illegal mail openings, 
the Postal Service said Thursday it will con- 
tinue to allow customs agents to open letters 
from abroad 


"You have completely abrogated your 


authority over the ma1' ""trusted to you," an 
angry Rep Theodore S Weiis,, D-N Y , told 
postal officials at a House Government 
Operations subcomittee hearing Other panel 
members echoed his sentiments 


Postal officials acknowledged that customs 


agents have violated laws and government 
procedures that allow them 'to open mail 
without a search warrant only when they 
suspect a letter contains illegal drugs or other 
contraband 


But they said turning over mail to the 


Customs Service would continue "We have to 
expect the other agency to comply with the 
regulations.' said Assistant General Counsel 
Charles R Braun 


Meanwhile, the Customs Service issued a 


series of proposed new rules spelling out under 
what circumstances its agents can open mail 


In the last fiscal year, Customs opened about 


270,000 envelopes, 48,000 of which contained 
prohibited or dutiable items, according to 
figures gathered by the subcommittee 


Customs began opening mail entering the 


country in 1971 Usually, mail is opened after a 
dog trained to sniff illegal drugs has reacted to 
a letter 


But the subcommittee was told about several 


incidents m which the Customs Service 
flagrantly violated letter-opening rules 


In one program, now ended according to the 


Postal Service, customs officials in New York 
for several years allowed military in- 
vestigators to open and read letters without the 
required search warrants 


Postal officials also allowed customs agents 


to open some domestic mail in Port Isabel, 
Tex , in 1975, and agents illegally read mail in a 
year-long customs investigation in Tennessee 


A postal inspector also said "a number of 


mail theft cases involving customs employes" 
have been referred to the Justice Department 
for prosecution 


"One of the last areas of privacy a citizen 


has is the privacy of his mail To open 
someone's mail is the same thing as burglary," 
charged Rep Leo J Ryan, D-Calif "I am in- 
censed by the whole policy and the way it is 
carried out by the Postal Service " 


He called the practice "closing your eyes to 


what the Customs Service does ' 


Customs officials were expected to testify at 


a future hearing 


It was the first congressional hearing into il- 


legal mail openings by the government since 
massive FBI and CIA programs to open mail 
were exposed several years ago Those letters 
also were handed over by the Postal Service 


The customs inspection, sanctioned by a 


Supreme Court decision last month, is the only 
time a letter can legally be opened without a 
search warrant No warrant is needed to open 
packages, which courts have ruled are not 
covered by the constitutional ban on un- 
reasonable searches 


The Customs Service's proposed new rules, 


published in the Federal Register on Thursday, 
include these provisions 


— Letters containing correspondence only 


cannot be opened without a search warrant 


— Sealed letters from outside the country 


may be opened if they appear to contain 
something other than correspondence 


— Agents may not read the contents of an 


opened letter unless a search warrant has been 
obtained

Tonry wanted to keep seat, 
instead he got sentence, fine

Tonry was 'surprised by sentence.' 


New Orleans (UPI) — Former Rep 


Richard Tonry, D-La , who once urged fellow 
congressmen to "keep my seat warm" while he 
answered to charges of fraudulently winning a 
Democratic primary, Thursday was sentenced 
to a year in prison and fined $10,000 for violating 
federal election laws 


The sentence also included a three-year in- 


active probation period during which Tonry can 
neither run for office nor participate in politics 


An uncharacteristically subdued Tonry told 


reporters outside the courtroom he was a victim 
of machine politics and was "surprised by the 
sentence " 


"I'm sorry to hear the sentence," the 


former Jesuit seminarian said "I didn't expect 
it ' 


In a plea bargaining agreement just four 


davs before his scheduled July trial, Tonry had 
pleaded guilty to four misdemeanors, including 
the acceptance of illegal campaign contributions 
and the promising of political favors 


In return, the Justice Department dropped 


six other counts — including two felonies — 
against Tonry and eight charges against J 
Wayne Mumphrey, his law partner and cam- 
paign manager 


Tonry, 42, was an unknown Chalmette, La , 


state legislator when he stunned political 
observers last summer by finishing second In an 
eight-man Democratic primary race 


He then defeated favorite James Moreau in 


an October runoff He easily defeated a token 
Republican candidate in the November election 
to succeed retired Rep F Edward Hebert, D- 
La 


His margin of victory in the runoff was a 


scant 184 votes and Moreau claimed Tonrv's sup- 
porters cast illegal ballots A subsequent federal 
investigation substantiated Moreau's claim and 
two dozen poll officials in Tonry's home area 
pleaded guilty to casting more than 400 
fraudulent votes 


Tonrv remained in office until a House com- 


mittee verified the vote fraud He resigned from 
Congress May 4 telling his congressional friends 


to keep mv seat warm ' until he returned Ha 


was defeated for renommation m a June 25 
Democratic primary 


Although they are misdemeanors, I believe 


the criminal acts to which you plead guilty are 
serious and should not be taken hghtlv bv anyone 
in public office, Judge Schwartz told Tonrv 


The judge set no date for Tonry to begin the 


prison term but told him to surrender within a 
reasonable period

Can you 
afford 
house? 


New York — People looking 


for a new house often grossly 
over-estimate what they can 
afford to pay. This is par- 
ticularly true of first-time 
homebuyers. although it 
happens 
to the 
more 


experienced as well. After 
weeks of searching for the 
house of their dreams, they're 
brought up sharply at the" of- 
fice of the bank or savings and 
loan, when their application 
for'a mortgage is turned down. 


There's a simple way to 


avoid this, which almost no one 
does: Visit the bank before you 
go househunting, to see how 
much you can actually borrow. 
But most people start with the 
real estate agent, and go so far 
as to make an offer on a house 
before they learn that they've 
overreached their incomes. 


Two cases with which I'm 


personally familiar illustrate 
the situation. 


The first is a young couple 


making $17.000 a year. The rule 
of thumb is that you can afford 
a house worth two and a half 
times your annual income. 
Going by that standard, they 
looked at houses selling for 
around $42,500. They planned 
to put $5,500 down. 
- But they didn't know about 
another rule of thumb used by 
banks and S&Ls. it's that 
mortgage payments and 
property taxes shouldn't take 
more than 25'^ of annual in- 
come. Because of their low 
down payment, the size 
mortgage they needed would 
have put them over the 25' \ 
limit, so they were turned 
down when they applied. 


At a mortgage rate of 8V-. 


and considering tax rates in 
their area, all they could 
borrow was $29,000. together 
with the 55,500 they already 
had, the most they could pay 
for a house was $34,500. For- 
tunately, this didn't put them 
out of the housing market en- 
tirely, since the median price 
for an older house is in the area 
of $33.000. 


The second case is an older 


couple that has worked for 
years in order to be able to af- 
ford a house. Between them 
they make S22.000, and can af- 
ford to put 57,000 down. They 
made an offer of S48.000 on a 
house. Since mortgage rates in 
their area were only 8Vc, the 
m o n t h l y m o r t g a g e and 
property-tax payments came 
in just under 25'; of their in- 
come. But their mortgage 
application was turned down 
anyway. Why? 


There's yet another bank and 


Ki:L rule of thumb: it says that 
a borrower's mortgage, taxes, 
home insurance plus other 
lung-term debt can't exceed 
.'•;fl'•' of annual income. This 
couple was making payments 
on two cars and a piece of 
vacation land in New York's 
("atskili mountains. Those 
debts, when added to the 
mortgage they needed, pushed 
their total monthly payments 
ovi-r the 30 
limit. 


The bank would lend them 


onlv $37.000. which limited 
their housing choices to a top 
price of $44.000. 


To avoid the disappointment 


c! hunting for a house and then 
!;ndmg you can't afford it. the 
smart homebuyer goes to the 
bank or S&L even before 
making contact with a real cs- 
Ijte agent. Explain your situa- 
tion, and say that you're trying 
1 i iir.d out approximately how 
much you can borrow. The 
ba::k will look at your income 
,,nd debt, and give you a ball- 
park answer.

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Alyeska restarts pumps on oil pipeline 


Valdez, Alaska (AP) - Technicians 


restarted the pumps on the trans- 
Alaska pipeline Thursday, hoping the 
first oil in the 800-mile p'ipeline would 
reach the terminal here without further 
delay 


The technicians started the pumps 


again after completing government- 
ordered repairs on 14 welds in the oil 
terminal at this ice-free port on 
Alaska s southern coast 


The pipeline was, shut down for about 


12 hours while the repairs were made 
It was the fifth delay in 38 days 


A spokesman for Aheska Pipeline 


Service Co said the leading edge of the 
oil should began gushing into storage 
tanks about 12 hours after the pumps 
were started 


The pipeline has been plagued with 


explosions a cracked section of pipe 
power supplv problems and faulty 


welds since the oil began moving five 
weeks ago 


The pipeline was restarted at 9 50 


a m local time (3 50 p m CDT) 


An Alveska spokesman said that 


federal officials have not formally ap- 
proved the weld work but still gave the 
consortium of oil companies permis- 
sion to restart the line 


Department of Transportation of- 


ficials said the welds were faulty and 
didn t meet federal safety standards 


But Alyeska noted that the 


questioned sections of pipe had 
withstood testing pressures two-and-a 
half times those of normal pipeline 
operations Alyeska also denied the 
contention that it was notified of the 
alleged flaws a week ago 


This is very frustrating," said one 


Alyeska official 


fr ederal officials confirmed the pipe 


had been successfully tested, and 
ac know ledged that the stoppage largely 
was a matter of regulation, not the in- 
tegrity of the pipeline " 


Alyeska had intended to deliver the 


Prudhoe Bay crude to storage tanks 
here Wednesday well within the Aug 1 
project completion deadline the firm 
imposed on itself three years ago 


But the last-minute shutdown raised 


the possibility that two supertankers 
scheduled to transport the first load of 
oil from the $7 7 billion pipeline could 
arrive here before the oil 


Two tankers currently are steaming 


toward Valdez - the 120 000-ton ARCO 
Juneau and the 80,000-ton Sohio In- 
trepid The Juneau was scheduled to 
dock Saturday 


It was expected to take several days 


to fill storage tanks before the oil can 
be loaded into the Juneau, which will 
haul the first load of Alaska crude to an 


ARCO refinery at Cherry Point, Wash 
The Sohio load is destined for a refinery 
in California 


Both tankers are scheduled to unload 


their cargos within a few days of each 
other sometime next month 


Federal officials said Wednesday 


that Alyeska was advised July 21 that 
11 welds inside the terminal were not 
up to standard, and three more faulty 
welds were found following the initial 
notification 


Alyeska started its pipeline pumps at 


Prudhoe Bay on June 20, but the oil's 
progress has been halted time and time 
again by accidents attributed to human 
error 


In the most serious mishap, one 


worker was killed m an explosion at 
Pump Station No 8 near Fairbanks on 
July 8 and the line was shut down for 10 
days

Although it doesn't have a belfry, the 


Nebraska Capitol does have a population of 
bats. 


But don't cancel any plans to visit the 


Capitol because you're afraid of bats. They're 
relatively harmless., according to Dr. Harvey 
Gunderson, University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
mammologist. 


Capitol building Superintendent Paul 


Stoehr called Gunderson in the spring when the 
bats were getting out of hand. They weren't 
bothering anyone, but the bat guano was piling 
up around their hiding places and rain made it 
drip down the sides of the building. 


Although they have been screened off from 


their favorite places, some of the Statehouse's 
bats still remain in and around the building. 
They spend their days sleeping upsidedown in 
the shade of the stone window lattices. In the 
evenings they dive for bugs around the 
building. 


"People are scared to death of them," 


Gunderson said. "But they're really very 
beneficial." 


They eat insects, and are usually overhead 


whenever you take a walk in the evening, 
Gunderson noted. The two Nebraska varieties, 
the Big Brown Bat and the Red Trees Bat, do 
not drink blood. For the most part, bats will go 
out of their way to leave people alone. 


The Capitol bats, which are^Big Browns, 


have been more beneficial than just catching 
bugs. Gunderson and a team of researchers 
captured about nine of them this spring to 
study parasites and the bat's radar-like 
hearing system. 


The Statehouse's problem is not unusual. 


Gunderson said. "In just about any old building 
you're liable to have bats," he said. 


To drive them out, Gunderson suggests 


placing a strong smelling substance such as 
mothballs or creosote in their hiding places. 
When the bats leave, all openings such as vents 
and windows should be covered with a fine 
mesh screen. 


Like many other mammals, bats can 


transmit rabies, Gunderson said. But the 
chance of that happening in Lincoln is slim 
since the incidence of rabies here is low, he 
said. A rabid bat will also be sluggish and not 
flying around. 


Gunderson said there was no more reason 


to exterminate all the bats because they might 
contract rabies than to kill all dogs because a 
few might be rabid.

Despite inept, irrational dis-, 


play, "The Burghers of 
Calais" lives at Sheldon Art 
Gallery. 


A dozen and one-half small 


scale preliminary figures 
which were eventually evolved 
by Auguste Rodin into the land- 
mark testimony to heroism are 
on display until Aug. 15. 


There is a charge for the 


exhibit: $1 per adult, 50? per 
child. Nebraska Art Associa- 
tion members are admitted 
free. 


"Burghers" needs verbal 


explanation and there is 
enough of that at Sheldon's 
showing. 


In the 14th Century, English 


King Edward III beseiged the 
French city of Calais and 
pledged not to raze the town 
and kill everyone if six citizens 
would present themselves as 
sacrifice to him. 


• Six burghers (middle-class 
townsmen) did so. King 
Edward intended to kill them 
but was dissuaded by his 
queen. 


It is an incredible, powerful

story that was matched by the 
master, Rodin, five centuries 
later with a monumental sculp- 
ture that remains one of art 
history's most 
remarkable 


castings. 


Sheldon is showing .small 


pieces that are supposed to 
demonstrate the progression to 
the full-scale "Burners". 


It's an overwhelming temp- 


tation to say somebody made 
hamburgher of the exhibit for 
"Burhers" needs coordinated 
visual explanation and there is 
very little of that. 


There 
is 
a 
small, 


preliminary grouping of the six 
figures, but no small, com- 
pleted grouping nearby for 
comparison. There are large 
photos on the walls, one in a 
different room and the other 
across from the small 
grouping so that some 
energetic walking and head 
rotation is necessary to 
collate. 


Figures are not displayed 


evolutionally or chronological- 
ly. 


Except that viewers have 


time to walk back.and forth 
between the display areas 
several times with their jotted 
notes and sketches to 
remember names, faces and 
sculpture postures, the exhibit 
is incomprehensible. 


If you want to really unders- 


tand how "Burghers" got from 
preliminaries to completion 
you will have to go to the 
library, not Sheldon. Or buy 
the book that is on sale for 
$2.50. 


Not that that's a good reason 


to skip the show because any 
chance to see any Rodin is a 
chance not to be avoided. 


The examples of his sculp- 


ture are what Rodin means to 
the art: grace, power, subtle- 
ty, definitive impressionism, 
originality, intellect. 


Along with the Rodin exhibit, 


the gallery has selected con- 
temporary paintings from the 
late 19th Century and placed 
them in three display rooms on 
the south second floor where 
"Burghers" is showing. That 
portion of the exhibit is free.

Massage parlor regulations strict 


Houston (AP) — Massage parlor patrons 


must register their names and addresses and 
parlor employes must meet a dress code and 
complete a one-year college level course in 
human anatomy and physiology, under 
regulations approved by the Harris County 
•commissioners. 


The regulations, which apply to unincor- 


porated areas of the county, also prohibit a 
customer from receiving a massage from a 
parlor employe of the opposite sex. 


Sheriff Jack Heard said the regulations ap- 


proved Thursday would close "houses of 
prostitution advertised as houses of massage." 


The commissioners also levied an annual 


license fee of $500 for each parlor and each 
masseur or masseuse must pay a $100 fee. 


The regulations also require employes to 


wear white, opague clothing. Legs may not be 
exposed more than six inches above the knee. 


Rebecca 
Dalton, a lawyer who has 


represented massage parlors in court, said the 
regulations will benefit legitimate parlors that 
are not fronts for prostitution.

Solvent refined coal burns without polluting air 


Atlanta (UPI) -The nation's largest utility 


conglomerate has announced the successful 
testing of a refined, clean-burning coal which it 
said could drastically reduce America's 
dependence on foreign oil. 


Alvin W. Vogtle Jr., president of the 


Southern Company, termed as "an unqualified 


technical success" the first test burning of a fuel 
called solvent refined coal. 


Congress currently is considering legislation 


that would authorize federal funding with 
private industry of a solvent refining demonstra- 
tion plant at an estimated cost of $300 million. 
The facility, which could be operational by as 


early as 1981, would turn at least 2,000 tons of 
raw coal a day into clean fuel. 


Vogtle told a news conference the new fuel 


ensures protection of the environment and puts 
to good use this country's vast reserves of coal.

Newly minted coins seized 
in one of biggest robberies 
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Paris (AP) - Bandits seized a yellow truck 


carrying $3.54 million in newly minted coins 
Thursday in one of the world's biggest 
robberies, authorities said. 


The truck and 15 tons of bronze-colored 10- 


franc coins were the object of a massive 
search, but the thieves had a 30-minute jump 
and police indicated they had no leads. The 
robbers apparently acted on inside informa- 
tion. 


Police said the coins, about the size of a U.S. 


50-cent piece and worth a little over $2, were in 
a container that was en route from a mint in 
southern France to the central Bank of France 
in Paris. 


A railroad official said there "must have 


been complicity somewhere along the line." 


Authorities gave this account of the heist: 
The bank said the container left the mint at 


Pessac, near Bordeaux, Wednesday and 
arrived at the Paris station Thursday morning. 
The green container, marked with the con- 
tainer company's initials CNC, was labeled as 
containing "metal products." 


Three or four armed men ran a car in front 


of a tractor-trailer truck taking the container 
out of the Gare de Lyon railroad station in 
eastern Paris. They forced the unarmed driver 
and assistant into another car and drove the 
truck away. 


The operation was described as fast and 


smooth and there were no known witnesses.

Labor chief Marshall backs same minimum wage for youths 


Washington (AP) — Labor 


Secretary Ray Marshall said 
Thursday the minimum wage 
should be the same for both 
youths and adults. 


Marshall testiiied about the 


minimum wage before a 
Senate human resources sub- 
committee as the House 
prepared to debate a bill that 
would raise the minimum 
wage. A final vote on the bill 


may not come until September 
when Congress returns from 
its August recess. 


The bill before the House has 


the support of the Carter ad- 
ministration and organized 
labor. It would raise the *2.30 
hourly minimum wage to $2.65, 
with increases to $2.89 an hour 
in January 1979 and $3.15 an 
hour in January 1980. 


Future increases in the 


minimum would be tied to an 
automatic formula making the 
minimum equal to 53% of the 
average" blue collar wage. The 
bill does not distinguish 
between youth and adults. 


Supporters of a lower 


minimum wage for young peo- 
ple say it would help cut un- 
employment among young peo- 
ple. They point out that teen- 
age joblessness has remained 


high while the general un- 
employment rate has dropped 
slightly in the last year. 


Marshall agreed that young 


people do need help but said a 
lower minimum wage is not 
the way to do it. 


He also said the Carter ad- 


ministration has put before 
Congress an array of proposals 
to combat teen-age unemploy- 
ment with up to 600,000 new 


public service jobs and job- 
training programs. 


Marshall said the govern- 


ment is already moving on 
programs to provide skills 
t r a i n i n g and on-the-job 
training for young people and 
is better able to do this than 
private employers who more 
often use a revolving-door ap- 
proach to teen-age workers.

Ak-Sar-Ben"s best 2-year-old, in two 
races, she won the $25.675 Ak-Sar-Ben 
Lassie Stakes, a 5'i-furlong affair that 
attracted 13 2-jear-old Nebraska-bred 
fillies. 


In her last race, she finished a strong 


second to B.R. Evans' Petty Theft, a 
colt, in the $31.175 Ak-Sar-Ben Futunty 
over 6 furlongs on July 15 at the Omaha 
track. 


Overall. Sunday Sonnet has three 


triumphs with one second in eight out- 
ings this season for earnings of S29.167. 


Off that impressive record she will 


carry 122 pounds according to the 
allowance stakes conditions of the race. 

Randy Meier, will 
again handle her. 


The Kemling Brothers Inc's Gypsy- 


Charm will carry 120 pounds, including 
Allan Hill, in quest of upsetting Sonday 
Sonnet. 


Gypsy Charm won the S16.500 Expecta- 


tion Stakes at Fonner Park over 4 
furlongs by 4 lengths on April 21. She was 
fourth, beaten 5'z-lengths by Sunday- 
Sonnet in the Ak-Sar-Ben Lassie Stakes. 


G. G. Wilkerson's Romy has captured 


three races — a maiden event at Fonner 
Park and then two claiming races at Ak- 
Sar-Ben. 


Friday's sixth race attracted eight 


claimers in the S17.500-S15.000 range. 
That's the most expensive group of 
claiming horses ever to run at the State 
Fairgrounds. 


In Thursday's races, David Cummings 


won both ends of the daily double. 


Little Sac. the 5.50-1 second favorite, 


owned and trained by Cummings, won 
the first race over a fast track in 1:15 2-5 
for the 6 furlongs.

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Record-tying score 
aids Jones' chances

Wednesday night, Knox Jones was unsure 


of his chances of making the low 54 cut for the 
final two days of the Nebraska State Amateur 
Golf Championships at Hillcrest Country 
Club after opening with a five-over-par 77. 


His thinking changed dramatically 


Thursday as he vaulted into contention with a 
course-record-tying eight-under-par 64. 


The recently graduated member of Lin- 


coln Southeast's state high school cham- 
pionship team toured the front nine in five- 
under-par 31 and followed with a three-under 
33 coming home, missing a four-foot putt on 
18 that would have given him sole possession 
of the record shared by Ky Laffoon, Bud 
Williamson Jr. and Matt Taber. 


"After shooting a 77 the first day, 


wondering whether I was going to make the 
cut was legitimate." said Jones, whose score" 
left him three strokes off the pace set by 
Craig Mover, who fashioned a four-under 68. 


Even after a birdie on the opening hole, a 


476-yard par five, Jones still wasn't sure he 
could play any better than he had the day 
before. 


The first hint came on the 443-yard par 


four second hole. 


Jones thought he might have hit his tee 


shot out of bounds on the right side, so he hit a 
provisional ball, just in case. 


When he reached his ball, it was still in 


bounds, so he promptly dropped an 8-iron into 
the cup for an eagle two. 


"That's when I thought I might have a de- 


cent shot at a good score," Jones admitted. 
"After I saw the shot going towards the pin I 
asked the kid out in the fairway if was close. 
He said. 'I think it went in.''' 


Jones followed that feat with birdies on 


the fourth, sixth and seventh holes before 
closing the front nine with a bogey. 


After another bogey on 10. Jones thought 


his dream was over. 


"I thought the letdown was coming." he 


said. "I figured maybe I would just have an 
average round then." 


Those thoughts continued on No. 11 when 


he hooked his tee ball into the trees on the par 
five. But. he followed that with a six-iron 
safely back into the fairway, dropped a 
wedge one-foot from the pin and salvaged a 
birdie. 


Jones birdied 14, 16 and 17 down the 


stretch to etch his name in the Hillcrest 
record book. His 64 is also believed to be the 
best score ever shot in the state cham- 
pionships 


Jones got a little boost when his father 


Dave showed up unexpectedly on the 14th 
hole 


"I was really surprised to see him," 


Knox said. "He hadn't been out to watch me 
for three years. As soon as I saw him, I 
chipped in for a birdie on 14 with my eight- 
iron. That eight-iron was gold for me today." 


"I don't know why I came out today." 


Dave said. "I just had a doctor's appointment 
and figured why nof I'm glad I did, he was 
unconscious " 


"I came up to him on 14 and asked how he 


was doing," he added "He said he was 
struggling. Then he said he had a 31 on the 
front. I couldn't believe it " 


A hint of the kind of luck Jones was 


experiencing was witnessed by the gallery on 
the closing hole. His four-iron approach shot 
was destined to fall short into the sand guar- 
ding the right front of the green, but it hit the 
handle of a rake in front and dropped short It 
evened out when he missed his closing putt. 


"I blew it." he said. "I knew I was going 


for the course record when I hit the chip and 
blew the putt When I was over the putt, it 
seemed like I'd been there all day long I 
figured sooner or later, I*d have to miss one " 


Mover didn't miss many putts in his 


round either, setting the stage for an exciting 
final two days with he and state match play 
champion Larry Sock separated by just two 
shots. Sock also fired a 68 Thursday to go with 
Wednesday's even par 72. 


Although Mover has graduated from 


Nebraska, both Jones and Sock will be there 
next year — Jones as a freshman and Sock a 
transfer senior from Oklahoma State. 


Head-to-head competition is not new to 


Mover and Sock. The pair dueled it out in the 
Class C state high school championships 
when Mover was~at Wood River and Sock at 
Norfolk Catholic. 


Sock won that confrontation with a 69 at 


Norfolk Country Club while Mover had 74. 


In their latest meeting, Sock defeated 


Moyer 2 and 1 in the state match play 
semifinals. 


"He always seems to beat me," Moyer 


said. "But I want to change that now, with 
this tournament." 


Mover played the final two holes in the 


rain, before it got so heavy that play was 
suspended for nearly an hour and a half. The 
final threesom putted out just before 8 p.m. 


A score of 153 or better was required to 


make the cut to the top 54 golfers and ties for 
the final two days of play.

Grant Stahnke, Lincoln, 


Wednesday was found guilty 
and fined a total of $400 on 
charges that he operated an il- 
legal messenger betting ser- 
vice for horse race fans. 


Stahnke, who intends to 


appeal his conviction by 
municipal judge Janis 
Gradwohl, said the 1929 city or- 
dinance under which he was 
convicted is unnecessary and 
unconstitutional. 


Following his conviction, 


Stahnke said four messenger 
betting service operators have 
shops in Omaha, "and 
I 


presume all four are running 
bets to Lincoln in violation of 
the same ordinance." 


Part of the frustration, he 


said, "is that it (betting 
messenger service) can be 
done throughout 
the_ state, 


except in Lincoln because of a 
1929 city ordinance." 


The business allows race 


fans to place a bet with a 
messenger service operator 
until two hours before post 
time. The bets are then placed 
at the track, with the operator 


. taking a 10 per cent service 


charge for each bet made. 


Stahnke was arrested and 


charged with two counts of 
taking bets and transmitting 
bets to the horse races at 
Fonner Park in Grand Island. 


A messenger service in 


downtown Omaha Wednesday 
said it was carrying bets to the 
Nebraska Fairgrounds where 
the Lincoln racing season 
opened Tuesday. 


Lincoln police chief George 


Hansen Wednesday indicated 
he had no power to stop the 
Omaha service. He said the 
bets are taken in Omaha, not 
Lincoln, and the bets are 
placed on state property at the 
Fairgrounds, "over which I 
have no control." 


There is no state law or 


Omaha ordinance that 
prohibits messenger betting 
services. 


Stahnke said he is disap- 


pointed and frustrated by 
Wednesday's conviction. "I'm 
filled with disbelief, and those 
reactions very quickly result in 
anger and frustration."

Pssst. There's a dirty business operating in Willingboro, 


N.J. 


Major league baseball has been knee deep in it for more 


than 30 years. 


Every commissioner from Kenesaw Mountain Landis to 


Bowie Kuhn has pumped funds into this filthy outfit. 


It involves... mud. Not just any old mud. This is a special 


kind, supposedly found only in Willingboro. 


Umpires rub the dirt on five dozen baseballs before each 


major league game to help pitchers get a better grip on the ball. 


"They've been using it since before I got here and that was 


in the 1950s," said Fred Fleig, National League secretary- 
treasurer in charge of the umpires. 


"Before they would just go out to a nearby river, say the 


Ohio, for the mud," said Fleig. 


"Then a fella by the name of Lena Blackburne a former 


Cincinnati Reds infielder and Chicago White Sox manager said 
he had a new type of mud that worked well on the ball. Well, the 
National League liked it and had him send two coffee cans of it 
to every ballpark." 


Blackburne became ill in 1968. The future of his business 


was in jeopardy since no one knew where or how his mud was 
processed. So'he came clean about baseball's dirtiest secret to 
John Haas, a lifelong friend. 


Blackburne would have been proud of his old crony. Haas 


has kept the mud business virtually a clandestine operation 
ever since. 


At 84, Haas finds the trips to the lake for the mud in- 


creasingly tougher. So he's taken into his confidence his 
daughter, Mrs. Betty Bintliff, and her family in Willingboro. 


Mrs. Bintliff said the mud is gathered each fall before the 


first freeze by her husband and five sons from a tributary on 
their property. It's brought back to a garage for a winter-long 
process. 


Eventually, the mud is packed in coffee cans and marked 


'"Lena Blackburne Rubbing Mud." 


The American League, American Association and Inter- 


national League as well as the NL specify annual delivery dates 
and spring training sites. 


"I heard we get $100 a can," said Mrs. Bintliff. "I wish we 


did. Actually, it's around $15 a can and that varies, depending on 
postage rates." 


Mrs. Bintliff envisons the Blackburne's dirt process as a 


possible family tradition. "I think we'll be doing it as long as 
the baseball leagues request it. The time will come when our 
grandsons will take it if they want it. 


"We've had people stop by wanting to see the mud. But we 


have to be careful. Some people are trying to copy it. Really, it 
must be very special to them. 


"We don't divulge too much of what we do to anyone," she 


added. "If my husband knew I was saying this much, he'd tell 
me to shut up." 


That's because their dirt has become part of the game's 


tradition. A can of Lena Blackburne Rubbing Mud sits on a shelf 
in baseball's Hall of Fame at Cooperstown, N.Y.

In 
the morning, the President had told a nationally 
broadcast news conference,"! am trying to hold 
down the cost of the over-all program." 


He reminded his audience of "the careful wor- 


ding of my goals. It said the initial cost would 
not exceed present expenditure." 


The size of present expenditures on welfare 


depends on which programs one defines as 
welfare. Califano's document essentially in- 
cludes the cost of many existing programs not 
viewed as welfare by the general public, thus 
allowing a higher initial cost for the new 
program. 


The effort to keep federal outlays from rising 


as a result of the program which Carter hopes to 
make public by Aug. 4 has caused Califano to 
scour the government for programs that can be 
eliminated or reduced so their funds can be used 
to finance the new welfare system. 


Advocates of these programs have protested 


some of the initial proposals vehemently, par- 
ticularly efforts to divert money from housing 
programs. 


It has already been disclosed that the new 


program will cover more persons than the old 
one, 
that it will require many to work, 


emphasizing private over public jobs, and that 
the more a recipient works, the more money he 
could keep even while having his welfare 
payments reduced. 


Califano suggested last week that a family of 


four with no one required to work might get a 
federal payment of §3,800 a year plus extra 
money in those states or cities which wish to 
supplement that. 


In the outline that Califano gave Carter, the

The document said that $25.8 billion of this 


could be raised by eliminating these existing 
programs: Aid to Families with Dependent 
Children.

The first option was said to be worth $300 


million and the second $400 million. It was not 
clear how the Social Security money would be 
handled, particularly whether there was some 
accounting procedure which would enable the 
$300 million to go into Social Security trust funds 
and still be counted toward financing welfare. 


There has been considerable concern that the 


Social Security trust fund will be short of money 
to pay benefits it owes in future years. 


If these two options were approved, $2.4 billion 


would still be needed to finance the welfare 
reform plan and the document lists options for 
raising this money. 


It says $1.3 billion could be obtained from 


Carter's proposed well-head tax on crude oil, 
which is designed to bring the price of domestic 
oil up to the world price. 


House committees have already approved 


using most of the $10 billion the tax would raise 
for rebates to all adult Americans including 
current welfare recipients. The oil industry 
argues the money should be used to finance 
greater exploration for oil. 


Califano also wrote that $400 million could be 


made available by preventing, detecting and 
penalizing fraud in HEW programs. 


Another $550 million could be obtained, the 


document says, by reducing Housing and Urban 
Development Department housing subsidies by 
this amount. The theory is that those welfare 
recipients who live in subsidized housing would 
end up paying this amount in additional rents as 
their incomes rose under the new system. HUD 
officials have said they are not sure this figure is 
accurate.

Rural-city House coalition finishes up on farm bill 


Washington (UPI) — Despite a veto threat, a farm-city 


House coalition passed an omnibus farm-food bill Thursday, in- 
cluding a new free food stamp system for the needy and in- 
creased supports for hard-pressed grain farmers. 


The bill, which farm leaders plan to begin compromising 


with a more costly Senate version next week, passed on a 294-114 
roll call vote. House members earlier rejected an administration 
bid to remove a section setting up a price support program for 
sugar. 


Rep. Raymond Lederer, D-Pa.. told the House. "It is 


extremely doubtful that the President will sign the bill" if the 
sugar section remains in a final Senate-House version. 


By a 246-165 vote, the House reaffirmed its backing for the 


sugar support which would prop raw sugar prices — currently un- 
der 11 cents a pound — at 14 cents a pound. 


Critics of the sugar plan charged it would add $1 billion to 


consumer food bills. Backers said, however, it would be far 
better than a proposed administration plan of direct payments to 
sugar growers. They charged that killing the support plan would 
hand the Coca-Cola Co. — a heavy sugar user — $100 million 
dollars. 


Earlier, the House voted 320-91 approval of the bill's food 


stamp section including President Carter's plan to let needy peo- 
ple get free food stamps without first buying some stamps for 


cash. The bill also includes a substantial boost in income 
guarantees for 1977 grain crops and further hikes for major crops 
from 1978 through 1981. 


Members struck from the bill by a 300-109 vote a program un- 


der which bakers could have set up a checkoff program to finance 
wheat research. Critics, including farm and consumer groups, 
said it would add costs for both groups. 


The House approved a section under which the government
